ENGLISH TRAVEL EXPENSIVE. 


WLy Rntcs by Eillll For Ftuunigor* ami 


Frclglit Are So Iligb. 


Thy eminbut English rail-n-ay author- 


ity, Mr. William M. Acworth, points out 
many causes for iho differences between 
railways in this country and tho United 
States. Tho Ingle? rate of charges on 
Englibli roads are thus explained: 


_ The very largo capital outlay of Eng- 
ish railways is of course ono main rea- 
Bon of tho high standard of rates and 
"area in England. 
Exactly how high 


:hat standard is we havo no meaus'of 
knowing, for onr railway statistics, 
made up in a form that was laid down 
>y aa act of parli.iiiient about SO rears 
!>ack, carefully suppress tlie information 
.hat it ia most necesisary for us to have. 


Ton miles and piusoliger miles are not 


here recorded. We know that each ton 
Jf goods carried pays the railways on the 
average about GO coats. If we guess that 
lie average distance is about 23 miles, wo 
irrive at an average, rate of 2.-10 cents per 
on mile, which is not very far from 
ureo times tha average rate in tho 
Jriited States. So iti tho case of passen- 
-*ers -we may guess that the average faro 
s about 1.73 per mile, which though 
ower than the American average, is 
igher than in any European coiuitrv. 
uch a result seems very far from satia- 
iclory. High cost of construe tiou might 
ave justified a high range of rates and 
ires at tho outset, but year by year the 
er mile of lino open increases in den- 
>ty, and yet the goods rates hardly coino 
own at all—in the last year or two their 
endency has been all tho other way— 
-hile the passenger fares only come 
own very slowly. 
And yet the explanation is not far to 
eel:. Onr services have always been ex- 
eusive to work. They aro becoming 
Jiore expen&ive year by year. In Amor- 
:a trainloacis are mainly limited by the 
ipartty of tho engines—ours by the 


weight of goods or 11 timber ot passengers 
mt have had time to accumuldto in the 
ery short interval between ono train 
ud another. 
Let mo illustrate: If a 


inn is sailing from Now Tort to Eu- 
ope, he will chooss JIM favorite line or 
lis favorite boat, regardless of th« time 
of day or day of the week at which it 
starts. On tho other huud, if tho Man- 
hattan elov.itcd-\vcio to try to run its 
trains only onco in 10 minutoa in the 
slack hmu-4 of tho day the street caia 
would rob it of tho bulk of its passen- 
gers. 
. Now, in England our business is all 
between places which in America would 
be regai ded as close together. We call 
Manchebte'- "the north of England," yet 
Manc-hci-ter is only 4} hours from 'Lon- 
don. Consequently there must bo train', 
between tho two points at all hours oi 
the day, to suit the convenience of pas- 
sengers wanting to go at any time. Con- 
sequently, too, each train runs with verj 
much less than a trainload ol' passen- 
gers. Then these trains must be run at 
high speeds, for though a, few minute 
moro or less are of littlo importance in n 
journey of hundreds of miles, a traartet 
of an honr out of four hours it a very

"The Sherman act was a compromise 


measure, and it uas passed to save the 
country from a free coinage bill that hat 
been passed by t'ae Senate by ac over 
whelming majority. The Democrats helped 
pass the Sherman bill, and now they 
abuse it and blame it for all the financial 
woes of the nation. Of course, 3 have my 
own ideas about n-hat should be done, and 
when the matter comes up in Congress J 
wi]lh«vemy8ay. I think the Sherman 
law will tie repealed, but the danger is that 
Congress may go too far. 
Should the 


dense providing ior the purchase of 4,500,- 
000 ounces of silrer monthly be stricken 
out it would be well. But, if Congrebs 
should go on and repeal the clause provid- 
ing that the L'niteJ States shall maintain 
parity between gold and silver coins, it 
would cause widespread distrust. There 
are in the Treasury 350,000,000 of coined 
silver dollars and 143.000,000 in uncoined 
bullion. The legal tender of these coins 
rnnrt be preserved and their parity lo gold 
maintained. 
It is well enough to stop the 


farther mintage oi silver, but that in circu- 
lation must be sustained. 
To stop making 


silver dollars would not impair the useful- 
ness of those already made, so long as the 
Government guarantee is back of them. 


"The present stringency is caused by the 


apprehension of Ihe mercantile and finan- 
cial world that we will not meet oar obli- 
gations in gold, but will pay in cheap 
money. I believe we should have a sound, 
safe currency on a gold basis. I do not 
think the cessation of silver coinage will 
bring gold more mlo circulation. 1 do not 
think gold will ever again be so much in 
circulation. It will be utilized as the re- 
serve and basis apcm which the circulating 
niedinm will iwt Jot sectmtr. I think 
such a (orrency f«twible, and I sm of the 
opinion that it win ba brought about 
The action oJ India with regard to silver is 
not conclnsiTe. It is in tii« nature of an 
experiment.

A South Carolinian, in a letter to The

fall, before the winter, it is ready for 
cutting in the next spring. That is the 
end of it. It is meet useful in places 
where tho winters aro mild, and it may 
grow all tho winter. But whero the 
winters aie cold it cannot be depended 
upon and may fail altogether. It must 
not be sown with any grain, but alone. 
It can only be cut once, whether for teed 
or hay. The seed sown in your wheat 
may show in the spring, but it will uialco 
but little growth and will die in tho i'all. 
The best that can bo dono with it will be 
to pasture it and get what can lio made 
•in this way on the stubble.
